Its o rigin is generally traced to Ma­ 
caulay , who in his essay fin ‘^Hal- 
lain's H isto ry ," in 1828, writes, "T he 
gallery in which the repo rter« sit 
has beco me a fo urth estate o f the 
realm ." 
But Hazlitt, the famo us 
literary critic, had so me five y ears 
earlier w ritten in his "T able Talk" 
a sentence th at m ust have given the 
idea to Lo rd M acaulay 
Speeking 
o f Co bbett, H azlitt say s: “ H efillips 
the ear o f the public w ith a three 
man beetle, he is to o much fo r any 
single new spaper antago nist, belay s 
waste a city o rato r o r a m em ber o f 
parliam ent aud bears hard ujxm the 
go vernm ent itself. He is a kind o f 
fo urth estate in the po litics o f the 
co untry ." 
"Lo o m ing in the future" was the 
inventio n o f Lo rd Beaco us field. In 
j June, 1852, then Mr. Disraeli, he is- 
i sued an electio n address to his co n- 
| stitucnts, the electo rs o f Bucking 
| ham shire, iu which the fo llo wing 
! o ccurs: “ The tim es are favo rable to 
such an undertaking, .luster no tio ns 
! o f taxatio n are m o re prevalent than 
; hereto fo re. 
Po w erful agencies are 
at wo rk which have intro duced new 
; pheno m ena into finance and altered 
the co mplexio n o f the fiscal wo rld, 
' and the po ssibility o f greatly reliev­ 
ing the burdens o f the co untry seems 
; to lo o m in the future." 
j 
“ Men, no t m easures," is no w a 
histo ric phrase. It was first uttered 
by Mr. Canning in a speech in 1801, 
in o ppo sitio n to the A ddingto n m in­ 
istry , when he said: “ Away with 
the cant o f ’m easures, no t m en’—the 
; idle suppo sitio n th at it is the h a r­ 
ness, aud no t the ho rses, th a t draw s 
j th e chario t alo ng. 
No , sir; if the 
| co m pariso n m ust be made, if the 
I distinctio n m ust be taken, men are 
every thing, m easures are co m para - 
tively no thing. 
I speak o f tim es o f 
difficulty and danger, when sy stem s 
are shaken, when the precedents 
and general rules o f co nduct fail; 
then it is th at no t to th a t o r to this 
m easure—ho wever prudently devis­ 
ed—but to tlio energy and character 
o f individuals, a state m ust be in­ 
debted fo r its salvatio n." 
A "gigantic 
inno vatio n" is 
a 
phrase th at was o riginated by Mr. 
Gladsto ne in a debate th at to o k 
place in July , 1860, o n the actio n o f 
the ho use o f lo rds in rejecting the 
bill fo r the alio litio u o f paper du- 
’ ties. 
“ It appears to m e,” said Mr. 
i Gladsto ne, “ to the determ inatio n o f 
o ne mo iety o f this ho use that there 
shall be no debate upo n the co nsti­ 
tutio nal principles which are invo lv­ 
ed in this questio n, and I must say 
that, co nsidering that gentlem en o p­ 
po site are upo n this o o casio n the 
partisans o f a gigantic inno vatio n— 
the mo st gigantic and the mo st dan 
gcro us th at has been attem pted in 
o ur tim es—I m ay co m plim ent them 
upo n the prudence they sho w in re­ 
so lving to be its silent p artisan s."—

During the w inter m o nths the au­ 
ro ra o n the Yuko n is very brilliant 
and intensely t^m tiful. 
1$ co m­ 
mences early in 8h> fall and lasts, 
w ith 
mo re 
o r 
less 
brilliancy , 
thro ugho ut the lo ng arctic winter. 
It generally co mmences upo n the 
settin g tif the sun, altho ugh in m id­ 
w inter it has so m etimes been so 
bright th at it was visible at no o n, 
while the sun was shining brightly . 
The ray s o f the light first sho o t 
fo rth w ith a quick, quivering m o ­ 
tio n and are then gathered and fo rm 
a great arch o f fire, spanning the 
heavens. 
It glo ws fo r an instant 
like a girdle o f burnished go ld; then, 
unfo lding, great curtains o f light 
dro p fo rth. 
These ro y al m antles o f bright 
o range, green, pink, ro se, y ello w 
and crim so n are suspended 
and 
waved between heaven and earth as 
w ith an invisible hand. 
Tho rapid 
gy ratio ns and scintillatio ns o f light 
and blending co lo rs are intensely 
and suiierbly bewildering. 
The who le pheno m ena o f w aving 
wreathR, 
flickering flames, ray s, 
curtains, fringes, bands and flashing 
co lo rs, the strange co nfusio n o f light 
and mo tio n, no w high in the lieav 
ens, then dro pping like curtains o f 
go ld and silver lace, sparkling with 
a w ealth o f rubies, sapphires, em ­ 
eralds and diamo nds, penetrating 
dark gulches and darting thro ugh 
so m ber green fo rests, lighting the 
who le landscape as w ith a tho usand 
electric lamp» , fo rm a picture o f 
which wo rds can co nvey but a very 
po o r idea.

POLITICAL PHRASES. 


M u r o f T hom Due to E ngl lab H lito riaa* 
Dud S tatM m cB . 
An “ unfettered press” is one of 
the historical phrases of our lan­ 
guage, but not every reader knows 
that it was coined by the celebrated 
Richard Brinsley Butler Sheridan. 
When speaking on the liberty of the 
press, the orator thrilled the house 
with the following sentence: “ Give 
them, a corrupt house of lords, 
give them a venal house of com­ 
mons, give them 
a tyrannical 
prince, give them a truckling court, 
and let me have but an unfettered 
press, I will defy them to encroach 
a hair’s breadth upon the liberties 
of England. ” 
The “ fourth estate” is a term that 
is constantly applied to the press. 
Its origin is generally traced to Ma­ 
caulay, who in his essay On ‘'H al­ 
lam’* History,” in 1828, writes, “The 
gallery in which the reporters sit 
has become a fourth estate of the 
realm.” But Hazlitt, the famous 
literary critic, had some five years 
earlier written in his “ Table Talk 
a sentence that must have given the 
idea to Lord Macaulay. 
Speaking 
of Cobbett, Hazlitt says: “H efillips 
the ear of the public with a three 
man beetle, he is too much for any 
■ingle newspaper antagonist, he lays 
waste a city orator or a member of 
parliament and bears hard upon the 
government itself. He is a kind of 
fourth estate in the politics of the 
country.” 
“ Looming in the future” was the 
invention of Lord Beaconsfield. In 
June, 1852, then Mr. Disraeli, he is­ 
sued an election address to his con 
stituents, the electors of Bucking­ 
hamshire, in which the following 
occurs: “The times are favorable to 
such an undertaking. J uster notions 
of taxation are more prevalent than 
heretofore. 
Powerful agencies are 
at work which have introduced new 
phenomena into finance and altered 
the complexion of the fiscal world, 
and the possibility of greatly reliev­ 
ing the burdens of the country seems 
to loom in the future.” 
“Men, not measures,” is now a 
historic phrase. It was first uttered 
by Mr. Canning in a speech in 1801, 
in opposition to the Addington min 
istry, when he said: “ Away with 
the cant of ‘measures, not men’—the 
idle supposition that it is the har­ 
ness, and not the horses, that draws 
the chariot along. No, sir; if the 
comparison must be made, if the 
distinction must be taken, men are 
everything, measures are compara­ 
tively nothing. 
I speak of times of 
difficulty and danger, when systems 
are shaken, when the precedents 
and general rules of conduct fail; 
then it is that not to that or to this 
measure—however prudently devis­ 
ed—but to the energy and character 
of individuals, a state must be in­ 
debted for its salvation.” 
A “gigantic innovation” is a 
phrase that was originated by Mr. 
Gladstone in a debate that took 
place in July, 1860, on the action of 
the house of lords in rejecting the 
bill for the abolition of paper du­ 
ties. 
“It appears to me,” said Mr. 
Gladstone, “to the determination of 
one moiety of this house that there 
shall be no debate upon the consti­ 
tutional principles which are involv­ 
ed in this question, and I must say 
that, considering that gentlemen op­ 
posite are upon this occasion the 
partisans of a gigantic innovation— 
the most gigantic and the most dan 
gerous that has been attempted in 
our times—I may compliment them 
upon the prudence they show in re­ 
solving to be its silent partisans. ”—

A H o n e ’* T e e th . 
Every horse has six teeth above 
and below. Before 3 years of age he 
sheds his middle teeth. At 3 he sheds 
one more on either side of the cen­ 
tral teeth. At 4 he sheds the two cor­ 
ner and last of the fore teeth. Be­ 
tween 4 and 5 the horse cuts the un­ 
der tusks. At 6 will cut the upper 
tusks, at which time his mouth will 
be complete. At 6 years the grooves 
and hollows begin to fill up a little. 
At 7 the grooves will be well nigh 
filled up, exoept the corner teeth, 
leaving little brown spots where the 
dark brown hollows formerly were. 
At 8 the whole of the hollows and 
grooves are filled up. At 9 there is 
very often seen a small bill to the 
outside corner teeth, the point of 
the tusk is worn off, and the part 
that was concave begins to fill up 
and become rounding. The squares 
of the central teeth begin to disap­ 
pear, and the gums leave them small 
and narrow at the top.

are closed, aud the water is two feet 
high on Front str *et and Northern Pa­ 
cific avenue, and four blocks of pav­ 
ing are headed toward 
Winnipeg. 
Booms are being put in to prevent fur­ 
ther damage to the street*. The water 
Is nearly up to the eross-tle# on the 
Northern Pacific bridge, lint trains 
have lieeu sent over in Intl ii directions, 
though great care bas Imhhi taken to 
keep weights on 
the bridge at all 
times. 
The Kheyenno river, west of 
town, has begun to rise at last and Is 
flooding the prairie to Fargo aud the 
entire west side of town, and many 
families will be eonqwlted to move un­ 
less tile water falls quickly.

I WORK OF CONGRESS. 


Washington, April I. — w ith 
this 
morning the duties Imposed by the 
Dlngley tariff bill will be in force and 
the [resent law will be a thing of the 
past if the last amendment attached 
to the bill before Its passage in the 
house fixing 
to-day as the day on 
which its provisions shall go into ef­ 
fect. should be in the bill when It Is 
finally enacted and should be held to 
be legal by the courts. The Republic­ 
ans presented an unbroken front to 
the opposition. 
All the rumors that 
dissatisfaction with particular sched­ 
ule# of the bill might lead some of 
them to break over the party traces 
proved unfounded. 
Five Democrats, 
one more than waa anticipated, gave 
(be bill the approval of their votes. 
These five Democrats are Interested In 
the sugar schedule. Three come from 
Louisiana and two from Texas. One 
Fopulist, Howard of Alabama, voted 
for the bill. Twenty-one other mem­ 
bers of what is denominated “the op­ 
position,” consisting of 
Populists, 
Fusionistg and Silverites, declined to 
record themselves either against or for 
the measure. 
The vote on the final 
passage waa 205 to 122; present and 
not voting, 21, a majority of 83. Speak 
er Reed added to the dramatic nature 
of the climax by directing the cleric to 
call his name at the end of the roll­ 
call, recording his vote for the bill. 
Events of the last hour leading up to 
the final vote were replete with ex­ 
citement and incident and not devoid 
of humor. The galleries were crowd 
ed to suffocation. Even the executive 
and diplomatic galleries, which are 
usually empty even on big days, were 
well filled. 
Many prominent person­ 
ages were present. On the floor every 
seat was taken. After the amendment 
fixing to-day as the date on which the 
lull should go Into effect had been 
adopted against the protest# of the 
Democrats, who contended that it was 
retroactive and therefore unconstitu­ 
tional. the last three hours were taken 
up with short speeches, most of which 
were made for the benefit of the gal­ 
leries and 
the constituents 
of the 
speakers. The Democrats had yielded 
the question of a long debate over the 
Grosvenor amendment in the hope that 
enough progress might be made with 
the bill to permit the house to reach 
the sugar schedule, but only two more 
pages were read, leaving 140 unconsid­ 
ered in committee of the whole. The 
motion to recommit with instructions 
to amend the bill so as to suspend the 
duties on articles controlled by trusts, 
upon which they based their principal 
hope of breaking through the Repub­ 
lican ranks, failed of its purpose. Every 
Republican voted against it. 
There 
was a great 
demonstration 
on the 
floor and In the galleries when the bill 
was finally declared passed. 
In the Senate. 
The open session of the senate last­ 
ed less than half an bour. It was pro­ 
ductive of another Cuban resolution 
by Mr. Mills of Texas, calling on the 
committee on foreign relations for a 
report on the obligations assumed by 
the United 
States in 
insisting that 
Cuba should not be annexed to any 
European power and should remain 
subject to Spain. Mr. Hale’s objection 
sent the resolution over. The Morgan 
resolution calling on the president for 
Gen. Gomez’s letters also went over. 
The rest of the day was spent in ex­ 
ecutive session on the arbitration 
treaty.

— The Cuan 
question was revived in the senate 
atfer a long period of comparative 
calm. Four distinct Cuban resolutions 
were brought forward in rapid succes­ 
sion. The last and most important one 
came from Senator Morgan of Ala­ 
bama. It declares that a state of war 
exists in Cuba and announces the pol­ 
icy of the United States is to accord 
both parties to the conflict full recogni­ 
tion as belligerents. Mr. Morgan gave 
notice that he would call up the reso­ 
lution at the next meeting of the sen­ 
ate, with the expectation of securing 
final action. Of the other resolutions, 
two were agreed to. One of these, by 
Mr. Morgan, calls on the president for 
the letters of Gen. Gomez to himself 
and Mr. Cleveland aud for other infor­ 
mation on Cuban affairs. The other, 
by Mr. Mills of Texas, instructs the 
committee on foreign relations to re­ 
port what obligations the United States 
has assumed by compelling Cuba to re­ 
ms iu subject to Spain. 
Both resolu­ 
tions were passed without opposition. 
Still another resolution came from Mr. 
Allen of Nebraska, and proposed a pro­ 
test against the repotred purpose of the 
Spanish authorities to try Gen. Ruiz 
Rivera, the Cuban officer, by military 
drumhead court martial. 
This led to 
an animated controversy between Mr. 
Allen and Mr. Hoar. The latter criti­ 
cised “inflammatory resolutions” and 
declared that the freedom of Cuba had 
been retarded mainly by the “prod­ 
ding” and -goading” resolutions di­ 
rected against Spain. 
The resolution 
went over, to come up with the resolu­ 
tion for the recognition of Cuban bel­ 
ligerency at the next meeting. 
Tho 
senate adjourned to Monday.

5ome of them go back to such rem ote 
periods that they are in general re g a rd ­ 
ed as deserving to be placed lu a cate­ 
gory w ith the w ondrous « liscoveries of 
Marco Polo and 
F erd inand 
Mendez 
Pinto, but subsequent explorers have 
verified m any thing s in the narra tives 
pf those tw o which, at one time, were 
considered im possibilities, and science 
may y et dem onstrate bey ond contrad ic­ 
tion the possibility of m any startling 
events narrated as having occurred at 
executions. 
T he fact rem ains tha t for 
centuries the im pression has prevailed 
among certain scientists tha t the brain 
still retains its capacity for thought, 
and even action, 
for 
some m om ents 
after Its separation from the body, and 
some of them iiave m ade experim ents 
ipon the heads of decapitated crim inals 
“ven m ore than an hour after execu­ 
tion, 
and 
have m et w ith a 
certain 
m easure of success which partially cor­ 
roborated their theories. 
The curious in such m atters will find 
that historians relate a rem arkable in­ 
stance of speech after execution which 
recalls the story of the head of the 
poet m usician, Orpheus, which w as said 
to have still m u rm ured the nam e of his 
beloved E ury dlce after it w as throw n 
into the w aters of H ebrus. 
T his In­ 
stance occurred in the thirte e nth cen­ 
tury , when C onradin of Sw abia and 
Frederick of Baden were executed on 
the m ark et place in Naples. 
T hese two 
y oung princes had invaded the k ing ­ 
dom with an arm y in defense of Con- 
ra d in’s rig hts as heir to his father. 
H aving been defeated and captured by 
the forces of C harles of Anjou, they 
were held by him prisoners for a y ear 
and then con« lemned to execution. 
Dartoned has given a glow ing de­ 
scription of the death scene, draw n 
from contem porary accounts, the cen­ 
te r of the m ark et place covered w ith 
crimso n velvet, the king in a distant 
tow er to see the execution 
o f his will, 
pnd the crowd of curious and pity ing 
iookers-on. 
Prince F red erick ’s 
head 
was the first to fall, and the nearer 
spectators were electrified to hea r the 
quivering 
lips call 
twice 
upon 
the 
V irgin: 
"M aria, 
M aria!” 
C onradin 
w as movetl by it to forget 
his n» *n coining death. L ifting the head 
he kissed it tenderly and pressed it to 
fris breast, while he deplored aloud tha t 
the y outhful prince—Frederick had not 
y et 
reached 
his 
eighteenth 
y ear— 
should have been brought to his death 
throu g h devotion to himself. 
One of the most rem ark able records 
Jn all history of action after execution 
(is contained in the police archives of 
the A ustrian capital. 
T his Is the case 
of the bandit Schaum burg, who, w ith 
four com panions, was condem ned to 
d eath in 1680 for sundry adventures 
rivaling those of F ra Diavolo. 
Accord­ 
ing to this seem ingly Impossible chron­ 
icle, the chief, finding he was to be the 
flrst to suffer, dem anded one last favor 
pf the presiding judge. 
T his was that 
his com panions should 
be 
placed in 
p straig ht line, several feet apart. This 
isiving been granted, he then begged 
that he m ight attem pt their reprieve 
in the fololwing m anner: 
If. after his 
head had fallen his body should walk 
past each com rade In turn, he pray ed 
tha t the judge should g rant an am - 
nesty . 
T ha t officer, 
who 
no doubt 
ithought this quite an Impossible feat, 
agreed to the proposition and the exe­ 
cution proceeded. 
T he robber’s body 
¡bent before the headsm an, straightened 
mp after the head had fallen and walked 
up to each of the other bandits con- 
jsecutlvely before it finally fell. 
The 
Judge m ade haste to notify the kaiser, 
pnd his im perial m ajesty was pleased 
to confirm the prom ise of clemency and 
ito have the story placed on record in 
jthe police archives. 


In the present century an Interesting 
¡rase of appa rent sensation and intelli­ 
gence after execution has been record ­ 
ed by M. Pettigaud as having occurred 
pt Saigon. In Anara, where he witnessed 
the execution of several pirates. 
His 
interest and sy m pathy were excited by 
the fine phy sique and m anly bearing 
of the leader of the condem ned men, 
who 
m anifested no fear and m et his 
d e ta th w ith the greatest courage and 
cooolness. 


T he culprits were m ade to kneel on 
the sand before the executioner, who, 
w ith one expert blow, separated 
the 
he.ads from the Ixxlies. 
T he head of 
|the chief fell alm ost at the feet of M. 
j ¡Pettigaud, 
the severed neck resting 
pquarely upon the sand, thu s arresting 
» he flow of blood from the arteries. He 
w as horrified to find tha t the 
ey es 
\ jooked up at him \£ « .b an a ir of per- 
; feet consciousness and intelligence. In 
ord er to test the reality of this a ppea r­ 
ance M. Pettigaud moved to one side 
a nd found that the ey es folowed his 
knovementg. 
As a fu rthe r test he then 
¡resumed his first position and the eyes 
tu rne d slightly , but before regaining 
itheir first direction an expression of 
lagony passed over the face, such as 
| ¡might have been produced by suffoca- 
i tion, and the head rolled over on the 
» and with every appearance of death, 
i F rom fifteen to tw enty seconds 
had 
| (elapsed during these observations. 
It was possibly this story which in­ 
duced De Laborde of P aris to m ake cer- 
j ¡tain experim ents upon the severed head 
of a m u rd erer m ore than an hour after 
execution. 
In this case blood was in­ 
jected into the arteries an dby means 
of an opening In the skull it could be 
; ^een to circulate. 
Tho ey elids opened 
and upon the placing of a light before 
» hem the pupils of the ej'es grew sm all­ 
er. 
Possibly had the experim ents been 
m ad e im m ediately after execution the 
results m ight have been m uch more 
curious.

T here m ay be one or two countries 
w here the percentag» * of Illiteracy is 
low er tha n In the I nlted States, but 
there Is no country more deserving to 
be called a nation of readers than this. 
T he peasantry of other lands rarely

America the laborer, the artisan and 
the farm er are ard ent readers of the 
dally new spapers, and often of class 
publications, even if they do not ven­ 
ture into the field of general literature. 
The m agazines owe their 
enorm ous 
circulation to this w idespread love of 
reading, there being dozens of them 
that sell far more than a huudred thou ­ 
sand copies every m onth, thu s proving 
tha t they m ust go into m illions of 
households. 
T he trem endous and ever 
increasing outpu t of books is another 
testim onial of the habit of the people. 
T his grow th of love for reading must 
to a great extent Influence the lives of 
the people for the better, and although 
it by no m eans follows tha t a library 
will m ake reader*, there can he no 
deny ing the fact that a convenient and 
com fortable room with som ething of 
artistic sim plicity and finish about it, 
set a pa rt and dedicated as a library e n­ 
courages and fosters the habit. 
T hat 
this is know n and appreciated by the 
people Is show n by the fact tha t of late 
y ears a very large proportion of the 
houses built contain a rcK# m ret apart 
for tha t purpose. 
It is well w ithin the 
m em ory tha t when a house contained 
tw o room s on the first floor in ad d i­ 
tion to the dining room, one was called 
“ front pa rlor” and the other “ hack

Many Poly nesian languages have no 
sibilants. 
Some Poly nesian languages have only 
seven consonants. 
T he Chinese language has 40,000 sim ­ 
ple w ords and only 450 roots. 
T he speech of the aborigines of A fri­ 
ca changes with alm ost every genera­ 
tion. 
It is said that the 
S anscrit 
lan­ 
guage contains 16 vowels and 34 con­ 
sonants. 
T he Zend is said to have been the 
ancient language of B actriana, and also 
of Zoroaster and the fire w orshipers of 
Persia. 
T he H ebrew ceased to be a vernacu lar 
language at the Baby lonish captivity , 
but was preserved in sacred w ritings 
for the Jews. 
T he A rabic vernacular furnishes 
a 
singular illustration of the popularity 
of w ar in the east. 
It has over 
50 
nam es for the sword. 
The 
alphabet of 
the various lan­ 
guages have usually from 20 to 26 let­ 
ters, this nu m ber being far from equal 
to tha t of the sounds. 
T he Aztec language In use in Mexi­ 
co at the discovery of America lacked 
the sounds indicated by our letters b, 
d, f, g. r. i. J. and v. 
T he A rm enian language at present in 
use am ong the oppressed people is said 
to be a close approach in construction 
to the Sy riac and Greek. 
The Zend language is one of the most 
ancient know n to a ntiq u arians or phil­ 
ologists. 
It is said to bear a close re­ 
sem blance to the W elsh. 
The E truscan, so far as know n, was 
the first language spoken In Italy , and 
it is suspected by som e philogists that 
the Latin was a dialect of the E tru s ­ 
can.

Mrs. E lizabeth G reatorex, who died 
a few weeks ago in Baris, was the first 
of the women a rtists in A m erica to 
win international recognition and was 
the only w om an honored by m em ber­ 
ship in the A rtists’ fund. She was also 
the first woman to receive the com pli­ 
m ent of election as associate of the N a­ 
tional academ y , say s the Boston E ve n­ 
ing T ranscript. She was born in 1819 in 
M anor H am ilton, Ireland, and was the 
d a u g hter 
of a 
clergy m an, the Rev. 
Jam e s C alcott Bratt. 
She cam e to New 
York city in 1840 and nine y ears later 
became the wife of H enry W ellington 
G reatorex. an E nglish m usician. 
A fter 
her m arriag e she studied painting in 
Baris and Munich. 
She visited E ng ­ 
land in 1857, and in the ’60's and early 
’7 0 s was in G erm any and Italy , and 
produced the book of sketches and 
etchings know n 
as “ The 
H om es of 
O beram m ergau.” su m m er sketches In 
Colorado, “ E tchings 
in 
N u rem berg ” 
and “Old New York from the B attery 
to B loom lngdale,” the letter press of 
these volum es being w ritten by her sis­ 
ter, Mrs. M atilda P. Despard. 
E ighteen 
of her sketches w ere exhibited in the 
a rt collection at the centennial expo­ 
sition in Bhiladelpbia. 
A large pen 
draw ing 
Mrs. 
G reatorex 
m ade 
of 
D urer's home in N urem berg is pre­ 
served in the Vatican in Rome. 
In the 
centennial y ear she also produced the 
three 
paintings, 
“ BloomingdaJe 
C hurch,” "St. Raul's C hu rch” and the 
“ N orth D utch C hurch,” each painted 
on panels tak en from St. Raul's and 
the Dutch church In 
F u lton street, 
New York city . 
Mrs. G reatorex was an 
honorary m em ber of the Sorosis. 
H er 
daughters, K athleen H onora and E lea­ 
nor. both a rtists of repute in Paris, 
survive her.

n e across curious stories of apparent 
iensation and thought after execution. 
Some of them go back to such remote 
periods that they are in general regard­ 
ed as deserving to be placed in a cate­ 
gory with the wondrous discoveries of 
Marco Polo and Ferdinand Mendel 
Pinto, hut subsequent explorers have 
verified many things in the narratives 
af those two which, at one time, were 
considered impossibilities, and science 
may yet demonstrate beyond contradic­ 
tion the possibility of many startling 
events narrated as having occurred at 
executions. The fact remains that for 
centuries the impression has prevailed 
smong certain scientists that the brain 
still retains its capacity for thought, 
and even action, for some moments 
after its separation from the body, and 
some of them have made experiments 
upon the heads of decapitated criminals 
even more than an hour after execu­ 
tion, and have met with a certain 
measure of success which partially cor­ 
roborated their theories. 
The curious in such matters will find 
that historians relate a remarkable in­ 
stance of speech after execution which 
recalls the story of the head of the 
poet musician, Orpheus, which was said 
to have still murmured the name of his 
beloved Eurydice after it was thrown 
into the waters of Hebrus. 
This in­ 
stance occurred in the thirteenth cen­ 
tury, when Conradin of Swabia and 
Frederick of Baden were executed on 
the market place in Naples. These two 
young princes had invaded the king­ 
dom with an army In defense of Con- 
radin’s rights as heir to his father. 
Having been defeated and captured by 
the forces of Charles of Anjou, they 
were held by him prisoners for a year 
and then condemned to execution. 
Bartoned has given a glowing de­ 
scription of the death scene, drawn 
/rom contemporary accounts, the cen­ 
ter of the market place covered with 
crimson velvet, the king in a distant 
tower to see the execution of his will, 
pnd the crowd of curious and pitying 
lookers-on. 
Prince Frederick's head 
iwas the first to fall, and the nearer 
spectators were electrified to hear the 
quivering lips call twice upon the 
Virgin: 
“Maria, Maria!” 
Conradin 
was moved by it to forget mftn«*»*«^»r 
his mon coming death. Lifting the head 
he kissed it tenderly and pressed it to 
his breast, while he deplored aloud that 
the youthful prince—Frederick had not 
yet 
reached his 
eighteenth 
year— 
Should have been brought to his death 
jthrough devotion to himself. 
One of the moat remarkable records 
n all history of action after execution 
s contained in the police archives of 
he Austrian capital. This Is the case 
pf the bandit Schaumburg, who, with 
{four companions, was condemned to 
death in 1680 for sundry adventures 
Rivaling those of Fra Diavolo. Accord­ 
ing to this seemingly Impossible chron­ 
icle, the chief, finding he was to be the 
0rst to suffer, demanded one last favor 
pf the presiding judge. This was that 
{his companions should be placed in 
a straight line, several feet apart. This 
waiving been granted, he then begged 
that he might attempt their reprieve 
fin the fololwing manner: If, after his 
jhead had fallen his body should walk 
past each comrade In turn, he prayed 
[that the judge should grant an am­ 
nesty. 
That officer, who no doubt 
{thought this quite an impossible feat, 
greed to the proposition and the exe­ 
rtion proceeded. 
The robber’s body 
nt before the beadsman, straightened 
kip after the head had fallen and walked 
p to each of the other bandits con- 
utlvely before it finally fell. 
The 
udge made haste to notify the kaiser, 
jand bis imperial majesty was pleased 
{to confirm the promise of clemency and 
{to have the story placed on record in 
|the police archives. 
In the present century an interesting 
irase of apparent sensation and intelll- 
Igence after execution has been record­ 
ed by M. Pettig&ud as having occurred 
kit Saigon, In Anam, where he wltnesaed 
the execution of several pirates. His 
interest and sympathy were excited by 
the fine physique and manly bearing 
of the leader of the condemned mefi, 
who manifested no fear and met his 
idetath with the greatest courage and 
coolness. 
The culprits were made to kneel on 
(the sand before the executioner, who, 
iwith one expert blow, separated the 
{heads from the bodies. 
The head of 
he chief fell almost at the feet of M. 
ettigaud, 
the severed neck resting 
Squarely upon the sand, thus arresting 
(the flow of blood from the arteries. He 
twas horrified to find that the eyes 
{looked up at him

fect consciousness and intelligence. In 
order to test the reality of this appear­ 
ance M. Pettigaud moved to one side 
d found that the eyes folowed his 
Yemenis.

Possibly had the experiments been 
poade immediately after execution the 
(results might have been much more

The Armenian language at present In 
use among the oppressed people is said 
to be a close approach In construction 
to the Syrlsc and Greek. 
The Zend language is one of the most 
ancient known to antiquarians or phil­ 
ologists. It Is said to bear a close re­ 
semblance to the Welsh.

ELIZABETH GREATOREX DEAD. 


First Woman off America to Win later- 
national Honor* In Art. 
Mrs. Elizabeth Greatorex, who died 
a few weeks ago in Paris, was the first 
of the women artists in America to 
win international recognition and was 
the only woman honored by member­ 
ship in the Artists’ fund. She was also 
the first woman to receive the compli­ 
ment of election as associate of the Na­ 
tional academy, says the Boston Even­ 
ing Transcript. She was born in 1819 in 
Manor Hamilton, Ireland, and was the 
daughter of a clergyman, the Rev. 
James Calcott Pratt. She came to New 
York city in 1840 and nine years later 
became the wife of Henry Wellington 
Greatorex, an English musician. After 
her marriage she studied painting in ! 
Paris and Munich. 
She visited Eng­ 
land in 1857, and in the ’60’b and early 
70’s was in Germany and Italy, and 
produced the book of sketches and ! 
etchings known as “The Homes of 
Oberammergau,” summer sketches in 
Colorado, “Etchings 
in Nuremberg” 
and “Old New York from the Battery 
to Bloomingdale,” the letter press of ! 
these volumes being written by her sis- j 
ter, Mrs. Matilda P. Despard. Eighteen 
of her sketches were exhibited in the 
art collection at the centennial expo- { 
aition in Philadelphia.

Greatorex 
made 
of 
Durer’s home in Nuremberg is pre­ 
served in the vatican in Rome. In the 
centennial year she also produced the 
three 
paintings, 
“Bloomingdale 
Church,” “St. Paul’s Church” and the 
North Dutch Church,” each painted 1 
on panels taken from St. Paul’s and 
the Dutch church in Fulton street, j 
New York city. Mrs. Greatorex was an { 
honorary member of the Sorosls. Her 
daughters, Kathleen Honora and Elea­ 
nor, both artists of repute in Paris, 
survive her.

There are probably 150 schools for 
cooking in Germany and Austria, the 
best of which are at Vienna, Berlin 
and Leipsic. A man who wishes to 
become a chef must begin at the very 
bottom of the ladder—at peeling pota­ 
toes—and work up, round by round, to 
the top, says the New York World. A 
course of schooling as strict as that 
of any polytechnic school in this coun­ 
try must be followed for four years be­ 
fore the student can get a diploma.

The chef who was employed 
at the white house by Grover Cleve­ 
land, and who, It Is rumored, may be 
again, has a gold medal which was pre­ 
sented to him by the Empress Freder­ 
ick for excellence in cooking, a silver 
medal given by the king of Saxony, a 
diploma from the queen of Austria and 
numerous other marks of approbation 
and honor won in competitive contests 
in cooking. It is not to be wondered 
at that European cooks command ex' 
traordinary salaries In this country.

POLITICAL PH RASES. 


M a n y o f T h e m 
D u e to K n g li s h I Ii* to rl» n s 


a u d N t a t io m e a . 
An "u n fettered press’’ is one of 
the historical phrases of our lan ­ 
guage, but not every reader knows 
th a t it was coined by the celebrated 
R ichard Brinsley B utler Sheridan. 
W hen speaking on the liberty of the 
press, the orator thrilled the house 
w ith the follow ing sentence: "G ive 
them , a corrupt house of lords, 
give them a venal house of com­ 
mons, 
give 
them 
a 
tyrannical 
prince, give them a truckling court, 
and let m e have but an uufctterod 
press, I will defy them to encroach 
| a h a ir’s breadth upon the liberties 
of E ngland." 
The "fo u rth estate" is a term th at 
is constantly applied to the press. 
Its origin is generally traced to Ma­ 
caulay, who in his essay on >rHal- 
larn’s H istory,” in 1828,w rites, "T he 
gallery in w hich the reporters sit 
has become a fourth estate of the 
realm . ’’ 
But H azlitt, the fam ous 
literary critic, had some five years 
earlier w ritten in his "T able T alk" 
a sentence th at m ust have given the 
idea to Lord Macaulay. 
Speaking 
of Cobbett, H azlitt says: "H e fillips 
the ear of th e public w ith a three 
man beetle, he is too m uch for any 
single new spa per antagonist, ho lays 
w aste a city orato r or a m em ber of 
parliam ent and bears hard upon the 
governm ent itself. 
11c is a kind of 
fourth estate in tbe politics of the 
country. ” 
"L oom ing in the fu tu re" was the 
invention of Lord Beacousfield. 
In 
June, 1852, then Mr. Disraeli, he is­ 
sued an election address to his con­ 
stituents, the electors of Bucking­ 
ham shire, in which th e following 
occurs: "T he tim es are favorable to 
such an undertaking. Ju st em o tio n s 
of taxation are m ore prevalent than 
heretofore. 
Pow erful agencies are 
at work which have introduced new 
phenom ena into finance and altered 
the com plexion of the fiscal world, 
and the possibility of greatly reliev­ 
ing the burdens of the country seems 
to loom in the fu tu re." 
"Mon, not m easures," is now a 
historic phrase. It was first uttered 
by Mr. C anning in a speech in 1801, 
in opposition to th e A ddington m in­ 
istry, w hen ho said: "A w ay w ith 
the cant of ‘m easures, not m en’—the 
idle supposition th at it is the liar 
ness, and not the horses, th a t draw s 
the chariot along. 
No, sir; if the 
com parison m ust be made, if the 
distinction m ust he taken, men are 
everything, m easures are com para­ 
tively nothing. 
I speak of tim es of 
difficulty and danger, w hen system s 
are shaken, when the precedents 
and general rules of conduct fail; 
then it is th a t not to th a t or to this 
m easure—how ever prudently devis 
ed—but to tho energy and character 
of individuals, a state m ust be in­ 
debted for its salv atio n .” 
A "gig an tic 
innovation” is 
a 
phrase th at was originated by Mr. 
G ladstone in a debate th a t took 
place in July, 1860, on th e action of 
the house of lords in rejecting the 
bill for th e abolition of paper du­ 
ties. 
" It appears to m e," said Mr. 
Gladstone, “ to the determ ination of 
one m oiety of this house th at there 
shall be no debate upon the consti­ 
tutional principles which are involv­ 
ed in this question, and 1 m ust say 
that, considering th at gentlem en ojl 
posite are upon this occasion th e 
partisans of a gigantic innovation— 
the most gigantic and the m ost dan 
gorous th a t has been attem pted in 
our tim es—I m ay com plim ent them 
upon the prudence they show in re­ 
solving to be its silent p artisan s.” — 
Scraps.

The despairing 
ow ner reduced th e ren t from tim e 
to tim e, but a bad construction was 
placed upon this action, and the 
building is now an uninhabitable 
shell. 
A nother house, in tho very next 
streot, had stood tenantless for a 
long tim e for a som ew hat sim ilar 
reason. 
It appeured th a t the last 
occupants had m ysteriously disap­ 
peared, ow ing m oney in all direc­ 
tions. 
This was no unprecedented 
occurrence in itself, but it so hap­ 
pened th a t a local busybody discov­ 
ered it 
ie of the upper room s a red 
stain, 
.iieh was duplicated in the

below, and im m ediately 
there wore w hisperings us to foul 
play. 
An investigation disproved 
this theory, b u t the rum or had gone 
forth, and th a t house was doomed. 
The fact th at th e stains in question 
were found to be nothing m ore than 
blotches of red paint m ade no differ­ 
ence. They were red. Instantly th e 
local m ind settled th a t they m ust be 
lifeblood. 
Even those people who pride th em ­ 
selves upon being above th e influ­ 
ence of such idle gossip very nntu- 
rally do not relish occupying a house

at and "talk ed 
ab o u t,” w hile they can obtain one 
w ith no such notoriety attached. As 
a landlord b itterly rem arked to the 
w riter recently: "L ot u house he 
singled out for local suspicion and 
w hispers, it is alm ost certain to he 
doomed to future em ptiness.

A H or**’» T eeth . 
Every liorse has six teeth above 
and below. Before 3 years of age he 
sheds his m iddle teeth. A t 3 ho sheds 
one m ore on either side of the ceil 
tral teeth. At 4 he sheds the tw o cor 
ner and last of the fore teeth. 
Bo 
tween 4 and 5 the horse cuts tho un 
der tusks. 
At 5 will cut the uppor 
tusks, at w hich tim e his m outh w ill 
be complete. A t 6 years tho grooves 
and hollow s begin to fill up a little. 
At 7 tho grooves will be well nigh 
tilled up, except the corner teeth 
leaving little brow n spots w here the 
dark brow n hollow s form erly were 
A t 8 th e w hole of the hollow’s and 
grooves are filled up. 
At 9 there is 
very often seen a sm all bill to the 
outside corner teeth, tho point of 
the tusk is w orn off, and the part 
th at was concave begins to fill up 
and become rounding. The squares 
of th e central teeth begin to disap 
pear, and the gum s leave them sm all 
and narrow at the top.

"A t tli«' rear of a farm house th at 
I was looking around one n ig h t,” 
said the retired burglar, " I found an 
extension containing a single room, 
th a t appeared to be used as a w ash­ 
room.

The w ater in this cistern was just 
over m y head, b u t 1 could swim, 
and the w ater w asn’t very cold. 
I 
kept afiont and felt around the walls 
for som ething to clim b out by. 
I 
diil find som ething, tho pipe from 
th e pump, but it w asn't of any use 
to me, for it left th e cistern just 
w here the w alls began to arch over 
to form th e top. 
If it had run up 
under th e arch a little, it m ight 
have helped m e to reach tho edge of 
th e opening, but it didn’t. It started 
out from th e top of the straig h t 
w’nll. It was on th e side tow ard the 
house, and I suppose this cistern 
m ust have been outdoors, and they 
built tho extension over it. 
"I kept paddling all the tim e to 
keep m y head above w ater, and 
every now and then I looked up at 
th e opening I had dropped through. 
I could m ake out tho outline of it by 
tho sta rlig h t in tho washroom, and 
I wished they h ad n ’t left tho cover 
off. And how I did wish I could get 
m y hands on th a t rim ! 
But the 
nearest I could get to it wras about 
tw o feet aw ay. 
I found th a t by 
m aking a great effort I could reduce 
th a t distance to about 1 4 feet, but 
th a t was all, and it m ight as w*dl 
have been 1>4 miles.

I had my 
jim m y in m y bag, a useful tool in 
m any w ays, and 110 doubt I could 
have got out of tho cistern by the 
aid of it, but tho w ork would have 
been very difficult, and It would 
probably have taken too long, and 
as a m atter of fact I had already 
th o u g h t of a very much sim pler way 
of getting out. Btanding on the bag 
not only raised m y head above the 
w ater; but, o f course, it raised me 
ju st so m uch neurer tho opening at 
the top of tho cistern. If I could get 
som ething a little higher still to 
stand on, a foot higher, or even less 
th a n that, I could reach the rim , 
and, of course, tho thing to do was 
to end th is ling up and stand on 
th a t This seemed so extrem ely sim ­ 
ple th a t you m ay w onder I h adn’t 
th o u g h t of it before, b u t tho falling 
into tho cistern had been in the na 
tu re of a surprise to mo, and I h a d n ’t 
got around to th is idee. yot. I would 
have thought of Vc in time, even if I 
h ad n ’t happened to strik e th e bag 
w ith m y fe e t 
“ Well, I balanced m yself on tho 
bag as it was until I bad got a good 
rest, and then I bent down in th e 
w ater and ended the bag up and got 
one foot on it to hold it, and then I 
stood up in th e w ater again and got 
th e other foot 011 it. 
Then I found 
I could reach w ithin six or eight 
inches of th e rim of the cistern. But 
it was a m ighty shaky supjiort, rigid 
enough in itself, w ith tho bones in 
it; but, not fixed, it was w abbly and 
of no use unless I could get it rig h t 
in line w ith m y body when I jum p­ 
ed. 
But I steadied it up under m y 
feet and trued it up the best I could 
and m ade a spring from it. I caught 
the rim of the cistern w ith both 
hands, and then I raised m yself up 
and chinned it. Then I got m y rig h t 
elbow up over on to th e floor, and 
after th at it w asn’t very long before 
I had worked m yself up over the 
edge and out, but I didn’t try to do 
any m ore work th at n ig h t.” —New 
Y ork Sun.

E vents of tlie last hour leading up to 
the final vote were replete with ex­ 
citem ent an d incident and not devoid 
of humor.

The last and most im portant one 
cam e from Senator M organ of Ala­ 
bam a. 
It declares th a t a state of w ar 
exists in Cuba and announce*# the jhiI- 
loy of the United States is to accord 
both parties to the conflict full recogni­ 
tion as belligerent#. 
Mr. Morgan gave 
notice that he would call up the reso­ 
lution a t tlie next meeting of the sen­ 
ate. with the expectation of securing 
final action. 
Of the other resolutions, 
two wore agreed to. 
One of lliese, by 
Mr. Morgan, calls on the president for 
the letters of (Jen. Gomez to himself 
and Mr. Cleveland and for other infor­ 
mation on Cuban affairs. 
The other, 
by Mr. Mills of Texas, instructs the 
com mittee on foreign relations to re­ 
port w hat obligations the United States 
has assum ed by compelling Cuba to re­ 
main subject to Spain. 
Both resolu­ 
tions wen* passed without opposition. 
Still another resolution cam e from Mr. 
Allen o r Nebraska, and proposed a pro­ 
test against the repotred purpose of the 
Spanish authorities to try (Jen. Ruiz 
Rivera, the Cuban officer, by military 
drum head court martial. 
This led to 
an anim ated controversy between Mr. 
Allen and Mr. Hoar. 
T he latter criti­ 
cised “ inflammatory 
resolutions” and 
declared that the freedom of Cuba had 
been retarded mainly by the “prod­ 
ding” 
and "goading” resolutions 
di­ 
rected against Spain. 
The resolution 
w ent over, to come up with ihe resolu­ 
tion for tin? recognition of Cuban bel­ 
ligerency at the next meeting. 
Tho 
senate adjourned to Monday. 


Washington. April 3.—T he Republic­ 
an members of the senate com mittee 
on finance are continuing their work 
on the tariff Dill with the Intention of 
reporting it to the senate a t the earliest 
possible day.

Philadelphia Times. 
It is impossible to 
* - 
-• read much in hls- 
tory w ithout com- 
ng across curious stories of apparent 
jensation and thought after execution. 
Some of them go back to such remote 
periods that they are in general regard­ 
ed as deserving to be placed in a cate­ 
gory with the wondrous discoveries of 
Marco 
I’olo and 
Ferdinand 
Mendez 
Pinto, but subsequent explorers have 
verified many things in the narratives 
Df those two which, at one time, were 
considered impossibilities, and science 
may yet dem onstrate beyond contradic­ 
tion the possibility of many startling 
events narrated as having occurred at 
executions. 
The fact rem ains th a t for 
centuries the impression has prevailed 
among certain scientists th a t the brain 
still retains its capacity for thought, 
and even action, for some moments 
after its separation from the body, and 
some of thorn have made experim ents 
upon the heads of decapitated crim inals 
even more than an hour after execu­ 
tion, 
and 
have met with a 
certain 
measure of success which partially cor­ 
roborated their theories. 
The curious in such m atters will find 
that historians relate a rem arkable in­ 
stance of speech after execution which 
recalls the story of the head of the 
poet musician, Orpheus, which was said 
to have still m urm ured the name of his 
beloved Eurydice after it was thrown 
into the waters of Hebrus. 
This in­ 
stance occurred in the thirteenth cen­ 
tury, when Conradin of Swabia and 
Frederick of Baden were executed on 
the m arket place in Naples. These two 
young princes had invaded the king­ 
dom with an arm y in defense of Con- 
radin’s rights as heir to his father. 
Having been defeated and captured by 
the forces of Charles of Anjou, they 
were held by him prisoners for a year 
and then condemned to execution. 
Bartoned has given a glowing de­ 
scription of the death scene, drawn 
from contemporary accounts, the cen- 
Iter of the m arket place covered with 
crim son velvet, the king in a distant 
.tower to see the execution of his will, 
pnd the crowd of curious and pitying 
(lookers-on. 
Prince Frederick’s head 
was the first to fall, and the nearer 
spectators were electrified to hear the 
quivering 
lips call 
twice 
upon 
the 
Virgin: 
"Maria, 
Maria!” 
Conradin 
was moved by it to forget mnmem«i*iij' 
iris own coming death. Lifting the head 
he kissed it tenderly and pressed It to 
his breast, while he deplored aloud that 
the youthful prince—Frederick had not 
yet 
reached 
his 
eighteenth 
year— 
^hould have been brought to his death 
through devotion to himself. 
One of the most rem arkable records 
in all history of action after execution 
(is contained in the police archives of 
|the A ustrian capital. 
This Is the case 
Of the bandit Schaumburg, who, with 
four companions, was condemned to 
death in 1680 for sundry adventures 
(rivaling those of F ra Diavolo. 
Accord­ 
ing to this seemingly impossible chron­ 
icle, the chief, finding he was to be the 
first to suffer, demanded one last favor 
jof the presiding judge. 
This was that 
his companions should 
be placed in 
a straight line, several feet apart. This 
Jetving been granted, he then begged 
that he might attem pt their reprieve 
in the fololwing m anner: 
If, after his 
head had fallen Ills body should walk 
past each comrade in turn, he prayed 
that the judge should grant an am ­ 
nesty. 
T hat officer, 
who no doubt 
thought this quite an impossible feat, 
agreed to the proposition and the exe­ 
cution proceeded. 
The robber's body 
(bent before the headsman, straightened 
lup after the head had fallen and walked 
(up to each of the other bandits con­ 
secutively before it finally fell. 
The 
udge made haste to notify the kaiser, 
land his imperial m ajesty was pleased 
| to confirm the promise of clemency and 
I (to have the story placed on record in 
jthe police archives. 
In the present century an interesting 
case of apparent sensation and intelli­ 
gence after execution has been record­ 
ed hy M. Pettigaud as having occurred 
(at Saigon, In Anam, where he witnessed 
•the execution of several pirates. 
His 
interest and sympathy were excited hy 
the fine physique and manly bearing 
of the leader of the condemned men, 
who manifested no fear and met his 
d etath with the greatest courage and 
cooolness. 
The culprits were made to kneel on 
the sand before the executioner, who, 
w ith one expert blow, separated the 
heads from the bodies. 
The head of 
(the chief fell almost at the feet of M. 
[Pettigaud, 
the severed neck resting 
pquarely upon the sand, thus arresting 
it he flow of blood from the arteries. He 
•was horrified to find that the eyes 
looked up at him \£ch an air of per­ 
fect consciousness and intelligence. In 
order to test the reality of this appear­ 
ance M, Pettigaud moved to one side 
land found that the eyes folowed his 
ovements. 
As a further test he then 
esumed his first position and the eyes 
(turned slightly, but before regaining 
itheir first direction an expression of 
agony passed over the face, such as 
(might have been produced by suffoca­ 
tion, and the head rolled over on the 
sand with every appearance of death. 


1 From fifteen to tw enty seconds 
had 
j plapsed during these observations. 
It was possibly this story which in­ 
duced De Laborde of Paris to make cer- 


1 (tain experiments upon the severed head 
of a m urderer more than an hour after 
| execution. 
In this case blood was in ­ 
jected into the arteries an dby means 
of an opening In the skull it could be 
^een to circulate. 
Tho eyelids opened 
and upon the placing of a light before 
{them the pupils of the eyes grew sm all­ 
er. 
Possibly had the experiments been 
pnade immediately after execution the 
results m ight have been much more 
curious.

There may be one or two countries 
where the percentage of illiteracy is 
lower than In the United States, hut 
there Is no country more deserving to 
he called a nation of readers than this.
